HE Fascist regime in Italy rests 
primarily on the shoulders of 
the Duce, but under him there 

are seven lieutenants who have 
passed from office to office, sevén 
men who compose the orchestra 
and Iead the dance which keeps 
the country breathicss. 

First of all, Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, Mussolini’s chosen succes- 
sor, the “magnificent son-in-law.” 
He was born at Livorno in 1903. 
His father Costanzo Ciano was a 
follower of Mussolini’s from the 
first, but at the time of the march 
on Rome, Galeazzo was a young 
man more taken up with girls and 
his tailor than with politics. He 
dabbled in journalism but no one 
took him seriously. He tried the 
theatre and wrote two litle plays 
which were never presented. 

His father Costanzo, to whom 
the Duce could refuse nothing, 
pushed him into a diplomatic car- 
eer, He was sent to Rio de Janeiro 
as a young altache, In 1929, after 
the ‘Treaty of Latern, he was sec- 
retary to the Ttallan Enobassy at 
the Vatican, But it was in 19380 
that the handsome young oman 
made the best coup of bus life: he 
marred Edda Mussolini, 

After the marriage, celebrated 
with unheard-of pommp—it is said 
that the Duce gave tis daughter 
a present of eight nollion lire— 
the couple was sent to Asia.

The Germans were attacking a warship, but 
they left her when they spotted the decoy. 
gale they chased the little ship mile after mile — 
showering bombs all around her, but never hitting 
— till it was too late to dodge the waiting Navy. 


The fishing boat had escaped 
from, France, 

Told to raise a crew and take 
the boat over at an English port, 
Travers found hls men within 
an hour. 

Three of them were boys af 
eighteen. There was an engineer, 
a chef, a mechanic and French 
officers In the engine room. 
When they put out they quickly 

tan into a seventy-eight-knot gale. 


Big Seas Saved Her 


“We spotted the bombers and 
the attacked warship two hours 
gut.” Skipper Travers told a re- 
porter. ‘We steamed as close as 
we could and then I ordered the 
Freneh Tricolour to the masthead. 
Jimmie kept running it up and 
down till the bombers spotted us. 

“They came after us, but the 
heavy seas which we had cursed 
came to our rescue, the breakers 
waehing over t\z ship and acting 
as camouflage. And they were 
scared to fly too low, afraid that 
we might be a heavily-armed 
decoy. We hadn't a pistol on 
board! 

“Their bombs were dropping 
wide and there were other things 
to worry about. I sighted a huge 
roller ahead and as it swept over 
us I gave up. all hope of getting 
through. 

“That very moment the Jerries 
dropped eight bombs, the ship 
lurched and seemed to shoot out 
of the sea. Then I saw the sky 
again and knew that we were 
safe. - 

“The bombs had dropped so 
close that the force of their ex- 
plosion had lifted us out of danger, 


Not One Escaped 


“But the Nazis had followed us 
too far. The Navy was waiting 
for them and I was told that not 
one of them was allowed to es- 
eape, 

“Sixteen hours aftar putting to 

Sea we reached our dastination, 

everything adrift, the galley 

knee detp in water, the ccew 
dog tired but happy. They even 
fell asle¢p over their food.”

DEATH 


Hearing someone baug- 
ing at his door and call- 
ing out in a foreign lan- 
guage Mr. Sidney Wrinch, 
of Erwarton, Suffolk, 
grabbed a shotgun and 
went to the door.

WHEN BRITISH airmen bomb Berlin they al- 
most invariably take with them their own missiles 
in addition to their load of bombs. 

This “private war” which R.A.B. men carry on 
against the German capital was revealed ‘by Squa- 
dron Leader R. Collard, a Kent man who has twice - 


raided Berlin. 

“When we go there,” he said, 
“the tendency is for members of 
the crew to take other things with 
them besides bombs. 

“The tall gunner, for Instance, 
usually takes a brick wish him 
with something like ‘With love 
from Harry’ written on it. 

“Sometimes they take a little 
incendiary bomb of thelr own.” 


On his first flight to Berlin, 
Squadron Leader Collard found) 
the city govered by clouds, so he 
bombed a target elsewhere.

Records 


An example of this somewhat 
surprising departure was a recent’ 
broadcast in German from — the 
Zeesen radio station in which.

with the blitzkrieg, she is not an- 
xious to break war speed records.” 


Now in the past blitzkrieg has 
always been understood to mean 
precisely the “breaiing of war 
speed records.” There is, in fact, 
no other meaning it can. bear, and 
if Hitler is now trying to persuade 
the German people that it menus 
anything else he must be relying 
for success on that ‘fecbleness” 
of his countrymen’s understanding 
which has served hin so well in 
so many other respects. 


In any case it must need an ex- 
ceptronal draft on the “forgetful- 
ness" of the German masses to 
pretend that Germany ‘is not 
anxious to break war speed re- 
cords." So long as she was in 
fact breaking them there were the 
most abundant evidences both of 
her satisfaction jn achieving then 
nod of her desire to go on achiev- 


luce more. 


Zero Hour That Has 
Tarried 


After the campaigns in Poland 
and in Holland, Belgium and 
France exultation was at least as 
great over the speed as over the 
magnitude of the victories. Not 
only so, but after the fall of 
France there was any amount of

the eyes of an awestruck world. 


On June 20, for example, two 
days prior to the French armis- 
tice, the ‘‘Deutschlandsender” an- 
nounced that “in a féw' weeks 
England will lle on the. ground as 
broken as France i$ now.” .

Fleet remaired locked’ in its ports 
was Hardly confirmed when, on 
July 3, the powerful Frenclt 
Notilla at Oran’ was engaged and.

Ignoring a warning that a wall 
wus likely to collaps¢, A.R:P. men 
dug undér the wreckage a 
bombed London tenemertt: Ballding 
to rescue a number of people who 
were trapped:

HE Fascist regime in Italy rests 
primarily on the shoulders of 
the Duce, but under him there 

are seven Jieutenants who have 
passed from office to office, seven 
men who compose the orchestra 
and lead the dance which keeps 
the country breathless. 

First of all, Count Galeazzo 
Ciano, Mussolini’s chosen sucees- 
sor, the “magnificent son-in-law.” 
He was born at Livorno in 1903. 
His father Costanzo Clano was a 
follower of Mussolini's from the 
first, but at the time of the march 
on Rome, Galeazzo was a young 
man more taken up with girls and 
his tailor than with polities. He 
dabbled in journalistn but no one 
took him seriously. He tried the 
theatre and wrote two little plays 
which were never presented. 

His father Costanzo, 10 whom 
the Duce could refuse nothing, 
pushed him into a diplomatic ear- 
eer, He Was sent to Rio de Janeiro 
as a young abtache, In 1929, after 
the Treaty of Latern, he was sec- 
retary to the Ttaltan Mmbassy at 
the Vatican.

Latest Communique 


The Thailand army is 
advancing steadily into 
Cambodia, most westerly 
province of French Indo- 
China, according to the 
latest High Command 


communique. 

Fighting proceeding is stated to 
be on a scale greatly in excess of 
recent frontier skirmishes. 

Ninety Thai aircraft supporting 
the land forces have made a serics 
of intensive raids covering almost 
the entire province of Cambodia. 

The communique announces that 
the French have abandoned their 
defence lines and have with- 
drawn far into the interior. 

One of the heaviest attacks 
was made on the town of Siso- 
phon, 30 mileg from tne fron- 
tier. A large part of the town 
has been set ablaze though here 
the raiders encountered heavy 
A.A. fire from the French cde: 
fences.

FAEES ON 
RESCUERS 


Ighoring a warning. that a wall 
was likely to’ collapse, A.R.P. men 
dug under the wreckage of a 
bombed :Londén tenement building 
to rescue a number of people who 
were trapped. 

Thoy had not been at work 
long before the wall did collapse 

eand they were buried. They 
were soon dug out by their 
comrades, but s¢verat were 
seriously injured. 

Eighteen of the flat dwellers 
were also eéxtricated, but some 
were dead.

HE Fascist regime in Italy rests 
primarily on the shoulders of 
the Duce, but under him there 

are s€ven lieutenants who have 
“passed from office to office, seven 
men who compose the orchestra 
and lead. the dance which keeps 
the country breathless. 

First of all, Count Galeazszo 
Clano, Mussolini's chosen succes- 
gor, the “magnificent son-in-law.’ 
He was born at Livorno in 1903. 
His father Costanzo Ciano was a 
follower of Mussolini's from the 
first, but at the time of the march 
on Rome, Galeazzo was a young 
mian more taken up with girls and 
his tailor than with politics, He 
dabbled in journalism but no one 
took him seriously. He tried the 
theatre and wrote two little plays 
which were never presented,
